Alberta 
Legislature 
In Session 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON—The announce- 
ment of a major reorganization 
of government departments was 
the only real surprise in ‘the 
Speech from the Throne read 
last week as the fifth session of 
the 13th Alberta Legislature got 
underway. 

Here’s the way it will work: 
The industries and Jabor depart- 
ment will, become industries and 
development. Labor will come 
under a new and separate de- 
partment to be set up this ses- 
sion. 

Economic affairs will be abol- 
ished. Its industrial development 
work will be taken over by in- 
dustries. and development. The 
rest of its functions will be trans- 
ferred to the provincial secre- 
tary’s department. 

Previously, all the government 
had announced was that a sep- 
arate department of labor would 
be established, in response to 
pressure from organized labor 
and in spite of objections from 
chambers of commerce and some 
other groups. 

The shuffle may mean appoint: 
ment of a new minister. Hon. 
Raymond Reierson, St. Paul, 
now heads industries and labor. 
Hon..A. R. Patrick, Lacombe, 
heads economic affairs, Hon. Al- 
fred Hooke holds the dual role 
of minister of economic affairs 
and provincial secretary. 

Other than that, the Throne 
Speech read by Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Dr. J. J. Bowlen was pretty 


‘ well what everyone expected— 


it stressed initial phases of the 
government’s five-year develop- | 
ment program, including homes 
for the aged to be built through- 
out Alberta this year. 

It forecast the largest highway 
construction program in the pro- 
vince’s history for the coming 
year. Details won’t be known un- 
til Highways Minister Gordon 
Taylor outlines them later on in 
the session. But appropriations | 
for highway work are expected 
to dwarf last year’s $62,000,000. 

The governor’s speech, contain- 
ing the usual sketchy outline of 
government plans, also forecast 
increased school. operation 
grants, more money for rural 
electrification, expansion of the 
government telephone system,’ 
and. an enlarged program of pro- 
vincial parks development and 
forest. protection. 

A highlight was the announce- ! 
ment that a 2,100 square-mile | 
wilderness provincial park will 
be established in the rugged 
mountain and foothills country 
northeast of Jasper National 
Park. 

The speech also forecast gov- 
ernment assistance to rural mu- 
tual telephone companies in ex- 
tending their facilities. There 
will be some as yet undisclosed 
changes in the farm puréhase 
credit program, and introduction 
of government-guaranteed farm 
home improvement loans. 


A beef cattle’ performance 
testing program will be started 


to help farmers select high-qual- | 


ity breeding stock, and ‘munici- 
palities will -be given more help 
toward carrying out anti-brucel- 
losis programs among cattle. 

The agriculture department 
extension staff will be enlarged 
to give farmers instruction and 
assistance in farm management, 
and there will be more money for 
municipal seed cleaning plants. 

The government promises to 
implement scme of the recom- 
mendations of a comittee which 
spent the past year studying ir- 
rigation policies, and money will 
be appropriated for stock-water- 
ing projects in the special areas, 

Dealing with health services, 
the speech hinted at establish- 
ment of nursing homes for chron- 
ic patients, and said a pilot pro- 
ject will be set up for the care 
of, emotionally disturbed child- 
ren, i

The current session of. the 
House may be the last before 
a general election. Speculation 
is that Premier Manning will call 
a vote for sometime this year. 


In view of this, the political 
content of House Debates will be 
unusually high as cabinet minis- 
ters and, MLAs use the session as 
a Sounding board for campaign 
issues they expect to be fighting 
in the coming months. 


The reply to the Throne 
Speech was moved Friday by 
Dr. W. 'W. Cross, Social Credit 
member for Hand Hills and for- 
mer ‘minister of health. It was 
seconded by George Bell, mem- 
ber for Gleichen. 


The House got down to busi- 
ness Monday when Grant Mac- 
Ewan, new leader of the Liber- 
als, opened the Throne Speech 
debate. 


TEXTILE TERMS DICTIONARY 


Do textile terms have you in 
a turmoil? Little wonder when 
there are so many new fabrics 
and finshes on the market. Per- 
haps this dictionary of textile. 
terms will help you know what 
you are buying. Clip this column 
out and carry it in your purse. 


1. DACRON or TERYLENE: 
Two names for the same mater- 
ial which boasts superior streng- 
th, is washable, drip-dry, wrinkle 
resistant and is very good for 
wearing apparel, knitting yarns 
‘and sewing thread. 


2. FORTISAN: Is a super-strong 
washable material which is re- 
sistant to sunlight and has good 
draping qualities which make it 
excellent for curtains and drap- 
eries. 


3. LUREX: Is a trade name for 
a non-tarnishing metallic yarn 


(gold or silver) which is wash-. 


able and dry cleanable. It has 


|been popular in drapes and up- 


holstery but is on the way out. 


4. PELILON: A non-woven (like 
felt) material; used mainly for 
interlining. Can be obtained in 
various weights. Black and 
white, now also available in oth- 
er colors and prints for skirts. 
Not. washable. 


5. PILLING: Many of the hand 
-made fibres have this disadvant- 
age (e.g. orlon, dacron, dynel 
and nylon). With wear and abra- 
sion little balls of lint’ form on 
the surface and give a fuzzy look. 


6. SIZING: A finishing process 
in which a substance (like glue, 
casein, wax.or clay) is added to 
a cloth to give added strength, 
stiffness, smoothness or weight. 
Excess sizing is often used to 
make a poor quality material 
appear better. Check for excess 
by rubbing a corner of the mat- 
erial between your fingers. 


: 7. ARNEL: A new fabric that 
is machine washable, quick dry- 
ing, needs: little ironirig, no 
shrinkage or stretching, perma- 
nent pleats, and will not pill. 
Used for all wearing apparel— 
children’s, men’s and womens’. 
Trilan, Tricel and Completa. are 
other trade names for the same

BABY PIG LOSSES: 

This past fall and this winter 
there has been heavy losses of 
little pigs due to a disease called 
Transmissible Gastro - Enteritis 
(T.G.E.). Losses are mainly in 
pigs up to two weeks old. Older 
pigs may ‘be affected but they 
usually recover. The main visible 
symptom of this disease is vom- 
itting, other visible symptoms 
are diarrhea, dehydration, weight 
loss and weakness. At present 
there is no effective treatment. 
Prevention is by good sanitation 
and by isolating sows 2 to 3 
weeks before farrowing and far- 
rowing them in isolation. As the 
disease is very infectious, healthy 
pigs should be fed and cared for 
first, then after feeding sick ones 
be sure to disinfect pails, boats, 
etc, before going near healthy 
ones again. If you have not had 
this disease on the farm be ¢are- 
ful regarding visitors, adding new 
pigs to the herd, etc. If you sus- 
pect the disease, call your veter- 
inarian and get a proper diag- 
nosis.

RAT CONTROL: _ 

The last survey of rat situa- 
tion in Alberta showed that at 
the end of 1958 there were less 
rats in Alberta than at any time 
in the last three years. This is a 
very pleasant situation but it 
means that we must remain alert 
and rat conscious in order to 
keep the situation improving. 
Constant awareness of rats by all 
residents of the eastern part of 
Alberta is necessary if we are 
to keep on the credit side of the 
ledger.
